1,000 motormen, conductors, switch-! 
men and power house employes of

The action w'as taken by unani­ 
mous vote of mole than 150 dele­ 
gates from national and interna­ 
tional trade unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor 
and five unaffiliated organizations, 
including the great railroad broth­ 
erhoods. 
In all,

American workers were represent­

C om m ission Sw orn in and Decks 
Cleared for H ig h w a y Building. 
Jefferson City, March 13.—Tin 
new road law establishing a new 
highway system of 3,500 miles in 
Missouri and so drawn that th 
state may receive aid from tin 
federal government, w*as signed b> 
Governor Gardner today and the 
four recently appointed commis­ 
sioners were swrorn in. 
Governor 
Gardner said he regarded the law 
as the most extensive road measure 
ever passed and that it will pro\ 
of great value. 
He declared that before his ad­ 
ministration closed he expected t( 
see a system of roads leading » 
every corner of the state. 
The suffrage bill, granting wo- 
nmn the right to vote for president, 
was ordered to engrossment in th* 
lower house today. It was put on 
the senate calendar last week.

It was learned yesterday

Colombia. 
This 
was 
the 
amount contained in the treaty as 
originally drafted by former Sec 
rotary of State Bryan and accept* d 
by Colombia. 
During the last session 
of 
the 
enate the amount was scaled down 
to $15,000,000 in an effort to gain\ 
epublican support for the treaty. 
Colombia, it is said, did not take 
kindly to this reduction, and infor­ 
mation is said to have reached the 
government that no sum less than 
$25,000,000 would be acceptable. 
Luring the Roosevelt administra­ 
tion Colombia was offered $10,000,- 
>00 in the Root-Cortcz treaty, which 
the United States 
approved 
and 
Colombia rejected. 
Government officials now assert 
that having made the $10,000,000 
offer to Colombia the United States 
acknowledged its indebtedness to 
tin smaller republic, and the issue 
now is none of principle, but of 
amount. 
With this fact admitted, 
it is asserted, the United Stales, a 
powerful nation, should not display 
a parsimonious attitude toward Co­ 
lombia, a weak nation. 
The importance attached to the 
early ratification of the treaty in 
administration circles was indicat­ 
ed yesterday when Secretary Lull­ 
ing, after his conference with Sen* 
itor Stone, sent for other senators,
